It was probably produced for export to the 
Spanish market. It 1s one of the most richly ulustrated books of the period. The 
present copy has the title, containing only a shield and two lines of text in 
facsimile, the last leaf 1s rather damaged and has a corner in pen facsimile, a 
few of the first leaves are soiled and two margins repatred, there are one or two 
smaller marginal repairs, in some cases affecting a letter of two of text. The 
margins of the last few leaves are repaired, one or two top margins are closely cut. 
Apart from these defects which we have carefully noted, the body of the book 1s in 
excellent condition.
